Turner, had slain the Indian and mar­ 
ried Qtrty’a widow. The Indian’s tribes­ 
men In turn murdered Turner and 
made young Simon a prisoner. 
For years the boy lived among th* 
savages, learning their language and 
custom*, until he became at 
heart 
more an Indian than a white man. Aa 
he grew to early manhood he left the* 
tribe and sought a living among the 
settlers. 
His 
knowledge of Indian 
way* made him useful in many way* 
to the British 
mAlUry commanders’ 
along the frontier. 
He enlisted 
in 
Lord Dunmore’# force# ae a soldier 
and interpreter, and soon became 
known as one of the cleverest military 
•{flee in the colonies. 
Then the American Revolution be­ 
gan. 
flirty joined the patriot 
army 
and rose to the rank of lleutenanL 
Then, in 1777, he suddenly played the 
traitor, and went over to the British. 
It Is not absolutely known whether he 
did this because of some quarrel with 
the Revolutionists or 
because 
he 
thought he could make more money 
and fame In the enemy’s camp. At any 
rate, the British received him gladly. 
They were forever trying to get the 
Indians against the Americans, and 
they counted on flirty to use his influ­ 
ence to this effect with his savage 
friends. 
The renegade performed the abom­ 
inable task cleverly. Through the west 
he went, everywhere stirring up the 
Indians to attack the colonists. At the 
head of a band of redskins he swoop­ 
ed upon ill-defended American forte 
and desolated the farming districts. 
When Col. William Crawford, at the 
head of a little body of patriots, march­ 
ed against Sandusky, and was 
cap­ 
tured by the Indiana, he begged flirty 
to save him. flirty, according to most 
accounts, refused and laughed aloud 
while Crawford was tortured to death, 
flirty mlways denisd this, and said he 
had tried In vain to persuade his In­ 
dian followers to spare Crawford. (He 
did succeed once in saving from tor­ 
ture his old friend, Simon Kenton, the 
Kentucky pioneer.) 
In 1782 flirty invaded Kentucky et 
the head of 600 indiana, and attacked 
a fort near Lexington. The pluoky lit­ 
tle garrison held 
out 
until 
Daniel 
Boone could come up with reinforce­ 
ments and drive flirty away. 
Boone 
followed the retreating savage*. The 
two forces met al Blue Licks. There 
a fierce battle, disastrous to the 
Americans, was fought (the last of 
many great Indian baulea in 
Ken­ 
tucky). 
Olrty, not content with leading sav­ 
ages against men of bis own race, next 
proceeded to drive the (cutie 
Mo­ 
ravian missionaries out of the Indian 
tribes. He made hie headquarters on 
A Sandusky River farm, which he 
changed into a trading alation, and 
from which he and his followers crept 
forth every now and then on cruel 
marauding expeditions. 
By trade, and 
by service to the British, the renegade 
was amassing a very tidy fortune. 
At Gen. Arthur St. Clair’s defeat, la 
1791, flirty played his usual murderous 
role. 
In that battle Gen. William But­ 
ler was wounded, flirty saw the gen­ 
eral lying helpless on th* ground. Call­ 
ing upon an Indian, he ordered him to 
■calp and kill Butler. 
When, in 1793, the United States 
government appointed a commission to 
arrange a peaoe treaty with the In­ 
diana, Simon flirty had himself made 
interpreter. 
So crafty did he mlsin- 
lnterpret, and se brutally did he insult 
the commissioners, that the treaty fell 
through. 
Then came the war of 1812. 
flirty 
once more rushed to the front as the 
friend of the British and the foe of hie 
own country. 
Again he marshalled 
hie Indians to the fray, and again the 
torch, tomahawk and scalping knife 
wrought havoc along the frontier, 
flirty’! name was cursed by settlers 
and soldiers alike. 
Hts cruelty, his 
treachery, bis genius for evil doing— 
all combined to make him, perhaps, 
the beet hated man In th* west. 
Many tales of his atrocities—some 
tm*, some exaggerated—are et IU hand­ 
ed down from generation to generation 
in the districts he ravaged. 
He has 
been described as A human monster, 
of hideous aspect. 
This Ie not true. 
He was merely a fat, swarthy, bull­ 
necked 
man. 
about 
five feet nine 
inohes tall, and aa quick In hit move­ 
ments as a cat. 
Some historian* say flirty was kill- 
sd at th# Battle of the Thames In 
1813 (where Gen. Harrison crushed the 
Indians, and where their leader, Te­ 
cumseh, fell); othere that he survived 
the war and died * natural death two 
years later.

Mr. Parker in his address showed 
the friendly feeling of the temporary 
presiding officer when he compliment 
ed Mr. Bryan, asked the indulgence 
of the convention for his late adver 
sary and

ship of the committee on resolutions. 
William Jennings Bryan met defeat 
in the convention in the contest ovet 
the temporary chairmanship.

The vote on the chairmanship wa* 
as follows; Pat ker, 579; Bryan, Bld;

Bryan had made a speech 
nominating Senator Kern, of Indiana 
and attacking Alton B. Parker, Kern 
took the floor. He made a plea fot 
harmony, asked Parker to join him in 
withdrawing from the contest for tem 
[Hirary chairman aud substituting any 
one of a list of several men. 
After waiting in \aln for a reply 
from Parker, Kern himself withdrew 
and nominated Bryan. 
Again Bryan 
took the platform. He accepted the 
nomination and the line tip for the 
struggle was complete. 
The struggle waved must hitter at 
times, particularly when Mr. Bryan 
excoriated Wall street and the "pre 
datary interests," made satirical refer 
ew es to Parker’s brand of Democracy,
